He replied that In hie opinion tha Frealdent'a ^eeoh 
was only" for puhlle eonouaptlon and# when I aaaured him that he 
wee In error# he replied that Geracny would then have to fl^t to 
the bitter end. A surrender without a guarantee of the Immediate 
eetabUalUBent of a atrong oentral German governaent would aaan 
ehaos and tae Comnuniaation of Germany beoauae Basiloat and Ocmr 
munioa are olooely related end that# with the exception of the upper 
ten thpuaand# Germany waa ripe for Conmimlam. I told him that con- 
tinued resietanoe was hopeless and that reaistance could only Inten- 
sify the ehaba his people feared. The continuing deetruotion of 
life and tha oaens of production would only eotk to the ultimate 
detriment of Genaxiy. To my aurprlae he agreed with thia^ However 
be elalma that it would be lapoieslble for anyone to aelse ipower end 
then surrender Germany ualeao jpiarantaea were granted by the Allies.. 

1 told him I hoped and believed that aomewbere in Germany there huet 
be a nan strong enough to eelse the power and wise enough to see 
that uneondltlonal surrender was now the beet polioy for the German 
people«r Sggen said he. would report to Schellenberg but that he had 
very little hope of sucoeasw This ended the eps oifia oonveraatloh.
